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THE AIR CHALLENGE 

Allied planes, bombing five main alrdromes In 
Sicily on Sunday, drew from the Axis defences 
the atiffeat aerial opposltidn yet put up in that 
area by German and Italian machines. Forty- 
four enemy machines were shot down for a loas 
of thirteen Allied planes during a twenty-four- 
hour period. Most of the enemy fighters were 
destroyed in pitched air battles over Sicily. In 
each Instance, the heavily reinforced defence 
formations of the Axis were brushed aside, and 
the atrafing of ground objectives- continued 
without let or hindrance.” This was a Strategic
